It is

sailing tonight from Southampton. 


If for any reason the treaty can- 


not be brought by the principal del- 
egates themselves, come attache of 
the delegation probably will remain 
3ehind for a few days.

"Make room for 
this man. He's 


alive. Gangway," came the cry from 
a little group hurrying along the 
walks toward the hosiptal.

ministers. Dying men cried for the 
last rites of the church. Medical men, 
some without hats en- coats and oth- 
ers in uniforms of white tramped 
over the ground, which became soggy 
under the burden of many feet. 


Two hours after the fire started 


daylight had faded away and weary, 
troubled men worked on under the 
rays of the arc lights that gave the 
prison yard a dismal 
appearance.

Gov. Kohler goes on trial today at 


Sheboygan on charges of violating the 
corrupt practices act preferred by Phil- 
lip F. La Follette and his political as- 
sociates. Mr. Kohler has done every- 
thing possible to expedite a hearing of 
the accusations. His attorneys are pre- 
pared, it is said, to carry the case to 
the United States supreme court in the 


1 event of an adverse verdict. It is to be 
hoped that this wilU not be necessary 
and that the governor will be cleared 
on a presentation of the testimony in 
the circuit court. I\To one, regardless of 
politics, could wish to see the chief ex- 
ecutive of the state of Wisconsin found 
guilty of a deliberate violation of the 
corrupt practices act, and no one ex- 
pects him to be. He is a man of too 


, high standing, too clean a record and 
too much judgment to resort to the ex- 


• pedient of conspiring against the elec- 


tion laws of the state. That much may 
'be set down as reasonably certain. 


In the broad phase of the charges, 


that is the expenditure by the Repub- 
lican organization of upwards of $100,- 
000 in the elections of 1928, it is not 
likely 'to be proved that he connived at 
the spending of this money in his be- 
half, and the supreme court has held 
that it must have been spent with his 
direct consent or knowledge to consti- 
tute violation of the corrupt practices 
act. The other charges are of a petty 
nature. If the governor failed to in-

' • , ment of visitors who came to see him 


• at his home during the campaign and 


the time of the Kohler employe band 
which now and then furnished a little 
music, that might constitute a techni- 
cal violation of the corrupt practices 
act, but it would be silly to say that it 
would be a violation under which ous- 
ter proceedings could be seriously un- 
dertaken.

reaching. 


THE D. A. R. RESOLVES 


There is trouble among the Daugh- 


ters of the American Revolution. The 
action of this organization in "resolv- 
ing" against the world court immedi- 
ately following 
President 
Hoover's 


appearance before it in a plea for that 
tribunal, has caused some of its lead- 
ing and most influential members to 
resign. Their reason is that they hold 
the action of the organization was dis- 
courteous to the president. 


Without attempting to pass on the 


somewhat delicate question of the pro- 
priety of the resolution, we think it 
may be fairly 
contended that 
the 


Daughters of the American Revolution 
have inherited and conserved certain 
traditions'that tend to weaken their 
judgment in foreign relations and con- 
cerning national defense. Emotionally 
they live largely in the past.

would be more likely than anyone else 
to cling literally to Washington's im- 
aginary warning against entangling al-

POLITICAL SAFETY-FIRST 
The senate judiciary committee by 


10 to 6 has voted an unfavorable re- 
port on President Hoover's nomina- 
tion of Judge John J. Parker.of North 
Carolina to be an associate justice of 
the supreme court. Previously it re- 
jected a motion to invite Judge Park- 
er to submit himself to examination on 
the protest made against him by or- 
ganized labor and by the negroes. 


The action of the committee, while 


it may be justified in practice, has ev- 
ery appearance of being political. It is 
rather harsh to condemn a man with- 
out giving him a hearing. Judge Park- 
er- has announced his willingness to 
appear before the committee for cross- 
examination and we may- be certain 
his inquisitors would have made it as 
much of an ordeal for him as possible. 
President Hoover let it be known that 
he favored Judge Parker's appearance 
before the committee. 


Nevertheless, the committee closes 


the case and reports against the nom- 
inee without giving him an opportu- 
nity to defend himself against or to 
explain the charges brought 
against 


him 
by organized labor and by 


the negroes. 
It is conceivable that 


although he granted 
the injunction 


in 
the 
Redjacket 
case on 
the 


theory that he was bound to do so 
by supreme court 
precedent, his 


sympathies and leanings may 
have 


been 
contrary to that ruling. 
He 


might also offer a valid explanation of 
his alleged offense to the negroes. 


Whatever the facts, it is well known 


that the Republican organization has 
been worried over the 
political -reac- 


tions that might come from the Park- 
er appointment in the fall 
elections. 


They have been afraid of the 
effect 


upon labor and negro votes. Of course, 
men like Mr. Norris and Mr. Elaine 
may be expected to take 
snap judg- 


ment, but as for the others, it looks 
very much like political 
safety-first. 


We are not at all convinced that Judge 
Parker ought to be confirmed for the 
supreme bench. There are important 
tests of his fitness about which there 


" should be complete satisfaction and 
about which-, as things- now stand, it is 
largely a matter of gossip or assump- 
tion. 


The judiciary committee evidently 


wanted "to get out from .under," and 
passed the buck without giving the 
nominee a* chance to answer the ob- 
jections urged against him. It may be 
politically wise but it docs not look 
like a very courageous act. One of the 
consequences may be to precipitate an 
open breach between the president and 
the senate, encompassing such ques- 
tions as the world court and the Lon- 
don naval treaty. However, the imme- 
diate question relates to the fairness of • 
the committee's action 
both to 
the 


president and Judge Parker.

Lindberghs set out to break a record 
or to achieve some new exploit in avi- 
ation, they can do -it. Without doubt 
the colonel is the greatest master of 
the art of flying the world has pro- 
duced up to this time.

After resisting the Allied counterattacks for a 
month the Germans Brave UD hope of obtaining 
victory by sas attacks and closed the battle on 
May 25. 


The casualties on both sides were extremely 


heavy. The total British loss in the battle was 
2,150 
officers and 57,125 other ranks, while the 


German losses were returned at SCO officers and 
3-1,173 other ranks.

Even the best of doctors 
or surgeons may be unable to detect 
a small bone fracture in a severe 
sprain, and it doesn't matter, as a 
rule, for the treatment would be the 
same whether such complication is 
present or not, only the sprain will 
not heal so quickly.

If your 
local health board or school auth- 
orities call this treatment "inocula- 
tion" some one ought to take 'em 
into the woodshed and- spank them 
for it.

arid the Tiger, and Japan scraps the 
Kiyei.

And there are in- 
dications that this fleld may be three 
times larger than now believed.

"With the price of copper metal re- 
duced 4 cents a pound, or to a level 
expected to attract both 
domestic 


and foreign buying, tha interest of 
"Wall- Street has switched from the 
trade situation to that of the likely 
performance of copper shares under 
the new conditions. 


Temporarily the readjustment in 


the metal price operated as a stimu- 
lant to the stocks and encouraged 
some short covering1. This 
phase 


•was of a fleetingr character, however, 
and as the financial district has stu- 
died the outlook, both with respect 
to the known facts and the prece- 
dents of other 
periods of 
copper 


market deflation, it has taken 
a 


more bearish attitude toward these 
securities. 
This was 
reflected in 


lower prices for them at the end of 
last -week and again Monday, when 
a number were at new low prices for j 
the year. 
j 


In good times the copper com- 


panies are disposed to treat their 
shareholders more 
liberally 
than 


many other industrials. 


They argue that owners of the 


stocks are entitled to this treatment 
as to a certain extent, there is a 
liquidating feature in all mining op- 
erations as reserves of the metal or 
ere suffer depletion from year to 
year. The American companies and 
those whose mines are in other parts 
of the world 
pay good 
dividends 


when they are able to do so but are 
prone to conserve their 
cash re- 


sources when demand for their pro- 
ducts slackens and the parity be- 
tween the cost of mining and the 
amrket price narrows down to a few 


jt_ cents a pound.

ANACONDA IS LEADER 


The situation surrounding Anacon- 


da copper is tlio one that at present 
most concerns Wall Street, Anaconda 
in its field has the same position as 
United States Steel in the Iron and 


• steel Industry, General Motors 
in 


the automobile trade 
and General 


Electric in the electrical supply busi- 
ness. 
Last year Anaconda copper 


increased its payment to sharehold- 
ers from G per cent to 7 per cent 
per annum. There "was some feeling 
at the time that this was done to 
assist an operation in marketing the 
stock. 


During one of the earlier breaks in 


1929 over 1,000,00 shares of Anaconda 
-were accumulated by one organiza- 
tion and distributed in moderate sized 
blocks among investors throughout 
the country. Later additional shares 
were picked up in the market so that 
altogether it; has been estimated close 
to 1,250,000 shares 
were 
sold at 


. prices ranging from par up to 125 
and ISO.

so far acted on dividends since the 
metal price was reduced to 14 cents.

JL, crly rate was declared on Anaconda 


copper and is pay able next month. 
The dividend meeting of Kennecott 
copper directors does not take place 
until June 1. One of the southwest- 
ern producers reduced its rate during 
•the winter from 10 to 6 per cent. So 
far as the important producers are 
concerned they will not take up the 
question of what they ought to pay 
to their shareholders in the present 
crisis until from six weeks to two 
months have elapsed. They will then 
be in a better position to determine 
how far this adjustment has benefit- 
tcd them and how long they will be 
reciuired to sell metal at 14 cents. 


Reports from Washington today 


stated that the copper producers had 
been meeting with Secretary Lamont 
at intervals in the last few weeks 
and informed him of the conditions 
in the industry.

tutes used in these 11 homes, there 
•would have been no butter surplus 
in.1929, declares Sen. John J. Elaine 
oi Boscobel. 


Federal institutions in a year's pe- 


riod studied by Sen. Elaine used 1,-. 
735,827 pounds of butter and 99S.OSO 
pounds of oleomargrine and butter- 


ine. 


Eep. Edward E. Browne of Wau- 


paca has introduced a 
bill which 


would prohibit all federal institutions, 
with the exception of federal prisons 
from using butter substitutes. 
• The National Homes for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers are the worst of- 
fenders, according to 
Sen. Elaine, 


while the Navy and Marine hospitals 
use butter almost entirely. The na- 
tional soldiers' homes used only 91.- 
356 pounds of butter 
and 
502,407 


pounds of butter substitutes during 
the period for which he reported. 
'.The Northwestern Branch at Mil- 
waukee used only 7,490 pounds of 
butter and 43,841 pounds of butter 
substitutes during the year ended 
April 30, 1929, he found. 
The only 


branches of 
the 
national 
homes 


which used butter in any appreciable 
quantities were those 
at 
Dayton, 


Ohio, Sawtelle, Calif., and Johnson 
City, Tenn. 


St. Elizabeth's hospital, the federal 


institution for the insane in Wash- 
ington, D. C-, used no butter at all 
and'121,297 pounds of butter substi- 
tutes during- the fiscal year 
ended 


June 30, 1929. 


"I have been unable to learn why 


butter is riot served at St. Eliza- 
beth's hospital for the insane, and 
there is no explanation given why 
scarcely any butter is served to the 
veterans of the Civil War and 
the 


Spanish-American War in the na- 
tional homes," Sen. Elaine said. 


In the 51 Veterans' Bureau hos- 


pitals there were 979,918 pounds of 
butter served and 157,073 pounds of 
oleomargarine served in the year, 
Sen'. Elaine said, commenting, 
"I 


think the director of the Veterans' 
Bureau is entitled to congratulations 
and the great approval for furnish- 
ing a proper .diet for those in the 
institutions under his charge." 


In the five federal prisons, 20,139 


pounds of butter and 196,627 poxxnds 
of oleomargarine or butterine were 
served. 


At the United. States army hospi 


tals, there were 214, 7SO pounds of 
butter and 11,872 pounds of butter 
, substitutes served; at the 15 Navy 
hospitals, 
2150,875 pounds of butter 


and no butter substitutes; at the ma- 
rine hospitals, 187,759 pounds of but- 
ter, and 8,804 pounds of butter substi 
tu'tes. 


.Sen. Elaine also reported that there 


were 972,864 pounds of 
vegetable 


shortening or lard substitute and 
salad oil used in these federal insti- 
tutions. He called the tittention of 
the appropriations committee to the 
failure of federal institutions to xise 
butter.
